congress of the Literary Digest poll 
has revealed the fact that isolated 
examples of duplicated ballots and 
other apparent inconsistencies have 
been seized upon as the basis for 
criticism of all unofficial polls. Some 
of the dry- argued that the purpose 
of the poll was to influence public 
opinion while others said that the 
ballots had not been 
properly dis- 


tributed. Those who came to the 
defense of the poll insisted that the 
results vere a fair indication of pub- 
lic sentiment. 


The truth of the matter is that 


very few members understood exact- 
ly how mailing lists are handled in 
the mail activit'-s of large publica- 
tions and therefore did not know that 
the percentage of people who answer- 
any questionaire will vary as will 
the number who will receive it. 


Representative Tarver of Georgia 


declared that the Protestant pas- 
tors of the District of Columbia had 
taken a i ill of their own which dif- 
fers from that of the Literary Digest 
but it developed on questions from 
Representative Schafer of Wisconsin 
that the poll to which Mr. Tarver 
referred had not included the colored 
pastor,; or the Catholic priests hence 
there was no way of comparing th': 
poll taken here with that published 
by the Literary Digest. 


HARD TO ANALYZE 


The incident illustrated the diffi- 


culty of analyzing polls in compari- 
son with the actual vote that might 
be secured in a given reason. All 
that the sponsors of any informal 
poll ever claim is that it indicates a 
definite trend and that percentages 
between an informal poll and 
an 


iiotual vote will not vary materially 
though here again uniformity of re- 
sults is never claimed. 


Perhaps the most interesting of 


the comments heard in official quar- 
ters about the Literary Digest poll 
is that which relates to the meaning 
of the ballots cast for modification.

The man placed the bomb in the res- 
taurant doorway and ignited 
the 


fuse by pressing the lighted end of 
his cigar against it. Police rushed, 
in firing in the air. One of 
them 


trampled the sputtering fuse. 
The 


others captured Phillips. 


The prisoner, police said today, 


confessed two other bombings of re- 
cent weeks. For one of these, he 
said, he received $100; for the other 
$150. He was hired, he told officers, 
by the &anis man in each instance. 


Phillips said he learned bomb mak- 


ing during 
the war. Later 
he 


served a sentence in an Ohio peni- 
tentiary. 


The state's attorney's office said 


Phillips worked alone, making: his 
own bombs, soliciting business and 
placing the 
"pineapples" 
himself. 


The bomb which had been ignited 
when police arrested him yesterday 
was made of dynamite and was in- 
tended to blow 
up Gus Framgo's 


restaurant. Adjoining is the C. and 
O. Cafe, a cabaret in which were 50 
persons at the time the bomb was 
planted. Had it exploded police said, 
many persons 
might 
have 
been 


killed or injured. 


The man who hired him, Phillips 


said, was known to him only as 
"the Greek." N. Clark-st restaurant 
keepers said a man, such as Phillips 
described, had visited them, demand- 
ing money under threats of bomb- 
ing.

Fortieth Wisconsin Regiment in the 
Civil \\ar, was discovered recently, 
hidden away in the archnes ot the 
Lawrence college library- The docu- 
ment had not been been by human 
eyes ti;om the day it was laid away 
carefully by an unknown person soir.t 
50 or 60 jears ago until Prof. Fred 
Trezise of the college mathematics 
department chanced to find it while 
searching through the library \ault 
recently. 


Mr. Trezise's discovery brings to 


light the record of one ot the most 
remarkable regiments in the war. 
Every university and college in the 
fetate was represented in its ranks. 
Professois marched side by tide with 
students, many of whom became fam- 
ous men. In ihe ranks of the squad, 
organized at, the state university, 
marched John C. Spooner, who was 
to become United States senator and 
a famous statesman. With Spooner 
was iiis classmate, James L. High, 
future great as a lawyer and au- 
thor. 


The Lawience ranks weie com- 


posed of such men as Theron Xich- 
ols, Barton; J. H. Humphrey, She- 
boygan Falls; and W. H. Aiken, iler- 
rit Lathrop, W. H. Himebaugh, W. 
A. Metcalf, G. H. Schilling and John 
Haw, all of Appleton. 


The long lost document, in itself, 


is a revelation. According to a note 
at the bottom of the page, this mus- 
ter role was copyrighted in 1862 by 
Samuel W. Martin, "inventor of the 
tirst ornamental soldier's record in 
the United States." 
It was made 


legal in the State of Wisconsin b\ 
an act of Legislature on April 7, 
1862. 
The official title, printed at 


the top of the sheet is "Martin's 
Soldier's Record—Lawrence Guai Is."

one, brilliantly colored. Topping the 
list of names on the role a laige 
colored picture is spi oad atioss the 
lull width of the parchment.

the Eagle a snake is sinking its ven- 
omous fangs into a shaft of wheat— 
allegoncally, the Snake ot Secpssion 
destro3'ing the commeice and indu«- 
try of the country. 


In the four corners of the pictuie 


are prints of George Washington's 
home at Mount Vernon, Washing 
ton's "Toomb,"' the battle between 
the Monitor and the Merumac, and 
a regiment of Union &oklieis maich- 
ing to war.

Edward F. Hobart, a professor from 
an educational institution at Bara- 
boo, who brought with him a number 
of students, known as the "Baraboo 
Squad," sufficient to fill the Law- 
rence company to its full quota of 
100 men. 


The company left Appleton on May 


20, 1864, for Camp Randall at Madi- 
son, arriving three days later. At 
this time Hauser and Hobart leceiv- 
ed their commissions and Rev. Fal- 
lows was made lieutenant colonel. 
The group was assigned to the For- 
tieth Wisconsin Regiment as Com- 
pany E, and left for Memphis, Tenn , 
on June 14. 


PEW MEN LEFT 


Company E remained In Memphis 


until recalled the folloiving Septem- 
ber. At this time many of the men 
in its ranks immediately volunteered 
in the same service and went out 
once again under the leadership of 
Hauser, Fallows and 
Himebaugh. 


By this time Lawrence University 
was practically depleted of young 
men fit for military duty, and un- 
til the war ended, its educational 
work was cramped for need of ma- 
terial and teachers. 


Names on tho muster role, un- 


earthed by Mr. Trezise are those of 
both officers and privates. All but 
two of the men were from Wiscon- 
sin.

treaty before the senate. 


Reservations probably will be_ pre- 


sented from the naval committee, 
and Swanson of Virginia, ranking 
Democrat on both committees, said 
totey he would ask for a diplomatic 
exchange with Great Britain to tear 
up a disputed interpretation of the 
section relative to replacements. The 
administration leaders do not ex- 
cept the opposition, 
however, to 


seriously menace ratification. 


Before the foreign relations com- 


mittee today Senator Reed of Penn- 
sylvania, one of the delegates at Lon-

MR. MORROW ON PROHIBITION 


Dwight W. Morrow, who made a 


brilliant record as ambassador to Mex- 
ico, was a member of the American 
'delegation to the London naval con- 
ference and last but not least, is the 
father-in-law of Col. Lindbergh, is a 
candidate for the Republican nomina- 
tion for senator in New Jersey on a 
platform advocating repeal 
of 
the 


eighteenth amendment. Mr. Morrow's 
exposition of the reasons which have 
brought hi'm to this position is prob- 
ably the clearest and sanest of any 
statement yet made on either side of 
the controversy. Moreover, Mr. Mor- 
row's high distinction as a citizen and 
public servant compels respect for 
what he says. 


Mr. Morrow denies the proposition 


that prohibition is inherently wrong as 
an exercise of the powers of govern- 
ment. "It has been generally recog- 
nized," he says, "that all governments 
have the right to protect a man against 
his own propensities if the injury 
to 


the community is sufficient to warrant 
the interference with individual liber- 
ty. The prohibition movement is a rec- 
ognition of this principle." He goes on 
to say that the liquor business "has 
been for centuries one of those busi- 
nesses in the conduct of which the gov- 
ernment has a direct interest which 
warrants it in putting restrictions upon 
the personal liberty of individuals." 


Mr. Morrow does not believe that 


the merit of prohibition as a policy is 
the issue. He perceives the issue to be 


' one of government, "whether it is prac- 


tical and in the public interest to apply 
that policy to the United States as a 
whole through the agency of the feder- 
al government," or through the agency 
of the several states. 
lie argues that 


the way out of the present difficulty is 
to "recognize clearly the fundamental 
difference between the nature of 
the 


federal government and the state gov- 
ernment." 
He does not believe that' 


prohibition can be made a success na- 
tionally, because it is not practical to 
interfere with the individual liberty of 
a man for the sake of the social good 
of the community in "terms of a 
mighty nation of 125,000,000 
people, 


with great climatic, racial and social 
divergences." 
His theory is that the 


liquor problem will be more effectively 
and constructively dealt with by leav- 
ing it to the control and solution of 
the states, and he therefore favors re- 
peal of the 
eighteenth amendment, 


with a substitute amendment that will 
commit the whole power of the federal 
government to protect those states 
which wish prohibition from the liquor 
traffic of those states which do not. 


It is Mr. Morrow's opinion that it is 


not a healthy condition when large 
portions of the people conceive of the 
federal government as an alien and 
even hostile power and that it is not 
well to have as a result a lawless, un- 
regulated liquor traffic, attended by 
shocking corruption. 
Mr. Morrow's 


analysis of the whole question is re- 
strained, dignified, logical and states- 
manly. That it comes from one of the 
most eminent Republicans of the coun- 
try is significant, particularly when 
we consider the fact that Mr. Morrow 
is presidential timber. He has taken a 
leadership in the dominant party that 
may conceivably cause it to revise its 
stand and eventually come out for re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment. Its 
effect upon President Hoover would be 
of the deepest public interest although 
probably it will not be known. Mr. 
Morrow's address, contrasted with the

spawned populous suburbs often find 
themselves closed in by a. relentless 
ring. The suburbanites, when away 
from home, unhesitatingly give 
the 


parent city as their residence, because 
it is well known and they are proud to 
be associated with it. Yet at home they 
stubbornly stand aside with their sep- 
arate set of officials, even though 
it 


creates awkwardness and confusion in 
adjusting public utility services, fire 
protection, taxes, educational systems, 
traffic regulations, etc. 


Census year, with its emphasis on 


population, tends to change this atti- 
tude. 
Citizens of parent cities 
and 


daughter cities alike come to feel the

Unquestionably for the building 
of homes, especially homes for wage- 
earners and small-salaried families. 
This fact was clearly stated recently 
by President Hoover when he 
said: 


"Here is the greatest field for expand- 
ed organization of capital and stimula- 
tion of improved standards of living 
and social service that lies open to our 
loan institutions." 


Building, especially home-building, 


immediately stimulates business in 
general. 
No other industry touches 


productively so many different indus- 
tries. No other leads to such deep and 
enduring human satisfactions. 
There 


should be no denial of credit for such a 
purpose merely because times are 
slightly dull. 
Times will not remain 


dull. There is no more reason to deny 
credit now than there is in normal 
times; indeed, there is less reason. In 
most communities it is growing easier 
to borrow for building on liberal terms. 
But some communities and 
bankers 


lag behind. None can afford to do so. 
Money powers that hold back not only 
harm the community but fail to serve 
their own best interests.

THE RELATION BETWEEN THE 


STOMACH AND THE HEART. 
I am SO years past and haven't 


been sick in bed one week in over 


GO years and if I continue to get free 
advice from you I am good for 100 
years, writes a Minnesota reader. 
Hay I ask you to give us a disserta- 
tion on the relation between 
the 


heart and the stomach? Particularly, 
will a gorged stomach effect the 
action of the heart? I admire your 
plain talks in tho daily papers, as 
well as the •wholesome advice you 
give us on how to keep well or get 
well when wo arc sick. 
(A. L. B.) 


We must concede that there is 


something more than the diaphragm 
between the stomach an 1 the heart, 
for both organs are governed by tho 
same nerve supply, parUy sympa- 
thetic and partly the vagus or tenth 
cranial nerves. 
That 
name "sym- 


pathetic" applied to nervous mech- 
anisms has no romantic significance; 
it merely implies that various organs 
or parts of the body are closely con- 
nected thru this self-contained sys- 
tem of nervo ganglia or substations. 
Tho relation between tho heart and 
tho stomach, I should say,' is purely 
plat onic. 


Tobacco seems to have an affinity 


for the vagus, tenth cranial—, pneu- 
mogastric nerve; first the excessive 
smoker 
suffers 
throat trouble or 


slight hacking- cough; later heart- 
burn or hyperacidity and in some 
cases symptoms hard to distinguish 
from those oC duodenal ulcer; if the 
abuso continues, the inebriate finally 
develops 
some form 
oC 
"tobacco 


heart," and in a few ca^es this may 
amount to a. condition hard to dis- 
tinguish from .angina pectoris. This 
common history of tobacco addiction 
indicates that there is some connec- 
tion between the stomach and the 
heart, not to mention the lungs. 


The popular association of stomach 


and heart probably rests mainly on 
the 
popular 
misapprehension 
of 


"acuto indigestion." As long as we 
have 
politicians m 
medicine 
and 


doctors in politics we shall road in 
tho papers of prominent people suc- 
cumbing to an attack of acuic indi- 
gestion. OC course no doctor lakes 
such a diagnosis seriously; no doctor 
with n. reputation to maintain would 
venture to report to the health auth- 
orities a fatality from "acute indi- 
gestion." They would institute an 
investigation 
immediately to deter- 


mine what the doctor was trying to 
conceal, even if that might be just 
his own ignorance. Now wait—I'm 
coming to that. Don't I know? I 
reckon I havo . answered my good 
sharo of calls at 3 a. m. to reassure 
victims of gallstones and tho like 
who were anxious about "that gas 
pressing on the heart." But the dis- 
tress or pain victims of such illness 
suffer is surely not from the mere 
presence of gas in the stomach; like- 
wise the disturbance of heart action 
that sometimes accompanies such 
illness is certainly not produced by 
gas-pressure. Any sophomore medi- 
cal student knows better than that. 
And incidentally I say heaven help 
the 
pationt 
whose 
physician 
ac- 


quisces in tho gas-preesure notion 
and applies treatment accordingly. 


Ono who stages such "gas attacks" 


periodically is probably 
suffering 


from gall-sac inflammation with or 
without gallstones; of course a min- 
ority of euch sufferers owe their 
plight to other troubles, and now 
and then actual organic heart dis- 
ease. 


My, but this is getting cheerful, 


isn't it?

BULLS ONCE MORE 


ON STOCK MARKET 


Movement Hides Trend of 


Industrials, Which Show 
Decline

There are points of similarity be- 
tween the present 
stock 
market 


trend and those ruling during the 
first seven or eight months of 1929. 
One is the large number of Issues 
that have been quoted at lower and 
lower prices in contrast to other 
groups of shares that have been able 
to reach higher and higher quota- 
tions from week to week. 


Last year close analysis of the mar 


ket persisted in their argument that 
what seemed to be a bull movement 
was in fact limited by the 
great 


number of unimportant issues that 
were going down 
all 
the time. 


Their tendency was screened by the 
sensational operations in the "blue 
chip" issues. 


While 
the industrials were de- 


clining: the public utilities were ad- 
vancing. 
The averages were more 


affected by the latter than by the 
former, so the public was led to be- 
lieve that the general run of stocks 
was on the upgrade and that never 
before had so many issues been at 
such high prices. 


UTILITY GROUP BUOYANT 


Recently similar conditions have 


prevailed. 
Again the utilities have 


been the favorites over the industrials 
and the rails. There has been legi- 
timate basis for this in the sustained 
earnings of the power and light com- 
panies, while those of the manufac- 
turing concerns and the producers 
of raw materials have been falling 
and the month to month returns of 
the carriers have been acutely af- 
fected by the business recession. The 
fact 
that many industrial stocks 


with rather small markets have been 
on the decline has been obscured in 
the general market average because 
of the stability and occasional buoy- 
ancy of the public utility group. 


ATall Street will leap to the bait 


of consolidations more readily than 
to any other and it ia in the field 
of the public utilities that mergers 
are now most in favor. Aside from 
the iron and steel independent com- 
panies, few unification movements 
have been put in motion the past 
six months. The railroads have been 
blocked at nearly every point in their 
efforts to merge. But the power and 
light corporations go 
on 
buying 


great blocks of each other's stock 
and giving 
valuable "rights" 
to 


shareholders, all the time stimulat- 
ing the public interest in their se- 
curities as well as those of other cor- 
porations in tho same field. 


The two really significant corpor- 


ation developments this week were 
in the public utility field, one being 
the control of Columbus Gas & Elec- 
tric by the United Corporation and 
the other the rich distribution giv- 
en to holders of Cities Service Cor- 
poration in an issue of new securi- 
ties next in size to that recently an- 
nounced by the American Telephone 
and Telegraph company.

Crop Seen This Year in 
Southwest 


Special Dispatch to Post-Crescent 
Kansas City, Mo. —(CPA)— Wheat 


is beading out as far north as cen- 
tral Kansas and promises an early 
harvest. Along the street in every 
village is seen a row of combines 
ready for the buyers, and occasion- 
ally whole trainloads of the machines 
are sent out to tbe plains country. 
The old-fashioned reaper and self- 
binder are becoming obsolete. 


Regardless OL the cost of the mod- 


ern implements, three or four times 
that of the former models and re- 
uuiring a tractor to haul them, loans 
to purchase these machines show up 
in the official i-ecords and swell the 
indebtedness of tbe farm country. 


Because of their wide use, grain 


will go to market in the most sudden 
flood probably ever known—or at 
least to elevators, for the average 
producer is not equipped to store 
much wheat. What this will do to 
the price, already around SO cents, 
compared with $1.15 last harvest, 
is a serious problem everywhere in 
the higher-priced land section. Just 
now it is the most discussed topic 
in the interior. 


Taken as a whole, the southwest 


is having fine growing weather and 
spring crops are making progress. 
In five weeks more there should be- 
gin a. better sentiment because of 
the approach of the year's great in- 
come producer, the wheat crop, now

Seminole Indians, which twice en 
gaged the United States in war, no 
only continue to withstand the rigor 
of the Florida Everglades but censu 
figures show 
a slight 
increase in 


population. 


The tribe- in Florida now num 


bers 468 persons, an increase of 1 
or 3 per cent since a count mad< 
in 1920 by a special commissioner. 


History records that the Seminol< 


tribe originated along the shores o 
the Cnattahoochee river in Georgia 
where its members were known a 
the Creeks. In 1760 several hundrec 
left the Creek nation and migrated t 
Florida as the result of a quarrel 


This number grew until in 1S5S 


the Seminole population 
in Florida 


Was estimated at 
more than 4,000 


These figures 
were 
based on th 


number of warriors participating in 
battles of the Seminole wars previ 
ous to that time. 


Peace treaties signed by the Sem 


inoles and the United States at the 
end of hostilities 
called for 
the 


transportation of members 
of th 


tribe to territories west of the Mis 
sissippi river. From 1836 to the cli 
of the second war in 1S42, the re 
moval of 3,930 Indians from Florida 
was effected. 


When the war closed about 30 


Indians remained in the swamps am 
the fastnesses 
of the Everglades 


Then came another uprising and in 
1S58, 
the departure of Billy Bowlegs 


chief, and Ib9 of his followers. One 
hundred refused to leave the Ever 
glades and from this band have de 


( scended those who remain. 


In 1880 it was estimated that the 


band of 100 had increased to 200 m 
22 jears. 


Arrangements were completed in 


1927 
for acquiring land for the Sem 


inoles and 27,223 
acres 
were se 


aside as reservation 
territory, di 


vided between Lee and Broward-cos 
An outpost agency was cstablishec 
about half way between Miami anc 
Fort Mi ers. 


Many of the Semmoles, however 


steadfastly ha^e refused to li%e 01 
the government 
land 
and remain 


scattered through the 'glades, trap 
ping and hunting. Early next montl

"Few of our dairy farmers realize 


how much of the railk they produce 
goes into the 
manufacture of ice 


cream, and only a few of the millions 
of consumers of Ice cream realize the 
magnitude of the industry," said O. 
E. Reed, chief of the Bureau of Dairy 
Industry, U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, speaking over the radio to- 
day (May 19) from Washington. "It 
is true, nevertheless," he said, "that 
about 6,000,000,000 pounds 
of milk 


are utilized annually 
in the United 


States in the commercial manufac- 
ture of this food,

channels, went to the courts for re- 
lief, and, in each instance, got it.

AVHAM at Rochester, N. Y.. and the 
court of appeals here granted stay 
orders on request of stations KYAV, 
at Chicago, and AA'HAS,

Tlien the commission 
postponed 


the effective date of the order for 
three months, and set the June hear- 
ing date. It is apparent 
now that

case of the supreme rourt injunction, 
the commission cannot molest the as- 
signments of these stations during1 
the pendency of this litigB.tion.

YOUR VOICE

There 'is perhaps nothing that quite 


so sets the atmosphere of the home 
as the voice of the mother who doml- 
nateo it. 
I ha^o heard over-conscientious 


mothers who did not 
lealize that 


their voices held a chronic note of 
anxiety and weariness, nervous mo- 
theis whoso voices were high, quick 
and sharp, still others who wera 
over-dramatic in pleasure or 
dis- 


tress and most unpleasant of all 
those that were 
sugared 
with 
a 


sweetness wholly insincere. 


I know one woman who is not a 


mother but a nuisery school teacher 
and who possesses what seems to 
me the perfect voice and manner for 
one who deals with little children. 


In her voice, there is no suggestion 


either of those over-tones of worry 
and anxiety or of that artificial gaie- 
ty and excessive sweetness which so 
many women adopt in speaking 
to 


children. She speaks little and when 
she speaks her voice is friendly quiet 
and unemotionally conversational. 


Little children should live in an 


atmosphere which is genuinely cheer 
ful and serene. Your voice, not only 
in speaking to your children but also 
in talking to anyone in their presence 
suggests 
the emotional under-cur- 


rcnts of your personality. 


The mother who complains tha. 


her child is nervous and irritable will 
find it woith while to listen to her 
own voice and to the voices of her 
household and to ask herself whether 
these suggest that natural sweetness 
and good cheer which she expects to 
find in her child's disposition. 


Your child has,a right to a mother 


who inwardly is serene and friendly 
\\hoso voice happily reflects 
her 


state of mind.

Soviets Use Movie To 


Reveal Drama Of Railway 


BY MILTON BKONNER 


London—The first 
Russian 
film 


which hat) b«ec passed by the Brit- 
ish censor for purbiic piesentation 
it called by the mystic name "Turk- 
alb." But when you see the picture 
—which is a silent one—the title 
becomes crystal clear. It is nothing 
less than the name of a railwaj 
line which is being built and which 
is run from Turkestan to Siberia. 


The Soviet masters 
of 
Russia 


never get very far away from pro- 
paganda of some kind and so in this 
film, which was made partly in Mos- 
cow and partly in Turkestan and 
Siberia, the propaganda purposes are 
two-fold: 
First: To teach the Russian peo- 


ple how the government is looking 
after the best interests of the mass- 
es. 


Second: To glorify the machine 


age as an age of progress. 


NOT AN ORDE^ARY FILM 


No person would ever go to see 


"Turksib" for its mere story. There 
is no romance, no love interest, no 
tragedy, no drama—unless to open 
up the wide spaces be called ro- 
mance; unless to die for want of 
water or to be caught in a sand- 
storm be called the tragedy of the 
piece; unless man's battle with na- 
ture be called the diama of the 
piece. 


The film opens up with scenes 


in Russian Turkestan—a. land cap- 
able of growing endless quantities 
of good cotton, but a land also sub- 
ject to the long droughts when man, 
animals and plants pine for the rams 
that will not come. But the natives 
of Turkestan must eat. And as they 
cannot eat cotton, they devote pait 
of their lands to the growing of 
grain. 


When the rains do not come, the 


grain d^es not grow and the land 
is threatened with famine. But way 
off in Siberia, 1000 miles across des- 
erts and mountains, there is abund- 


ance of grain. So the thought comes 
to the Soviet government—link up 
Turkestan with Siberia. 
Then the 


people of Turkestan can eat Siberian 
grain and can devote all their ener- 
gies to raising cotton, which the coun 
try needs. 


So we are shown man's struggle 


to lay the railway. 
We see work- 


men struggling with the sand dunes 
of the desert. We behold one of the 
most wonderful storm scenes ever 
filmed—a real sandstorm in the very 
desert, burying ^men and camels be- 
neath the trectierous blowing sands. 


We see men blasting a way for the 


railway tracks through 
the 
tall, 


rocky snow-clad mountains. We see 
them at work i., the snow-clad, ice- 
blocked steppes of Siberia. And at 
last, the rail line is finished and 
the trains run, carrying grain, wool, 
timber, cotton.
